Toward the latter part 
of April, when the price of tallow was 
about 6 1-4c , certain speculators began 
to buy up the stock both here and in 
the west, and induced producers to 
In a short 
time they had gained alinost complete 
control of the market, so that western 
dealers were forced to buy in this mar- 
ket in order to cover their contracts, a 
circumstance never before known in 
the history of this branch of trade. 
Price began steadily to advance until 
9 1-2c. was reached, since which time 
there has been a reaction and they 
have fallen to 8 1-4c., the price at 
present writing. The enhanced value 
of thesetwo materials greatly increased 
the cost of the products, and since the 
first of May lard, tallow, neatsfoot and 
saponified red oils have steadily ad- 
vanced. The beginning of the advance, 
in the first named oil, however, dates 
much farther back, as we showed in a 
previous article, the rise being first ob- 
served toward the end of June, 1880. 
Since that date up to the present time 
the price has advanced, with but little 
fluctuation, from 5ic. for prime oil to 
97e. It is needless to say that since 80c. 
has been passed the demand for prime

The drug 
trade have been the most constant and 
numerous attendants at the Exchange, 
and have, therefore, profited by its ad- 
vantages to a greater extent than any 
of the other trades represented in the 
organization. But it is none the less 
evident that daily meetings at the Ex- 
change would be found to greatly 
facilitate business in all of the branches 
which are entitled to representation 
there. The information posted at Ex- 
change by twelve o'clock each day is 
valuable to every merchant in the 
drug, paint, chemical and dyestuffs 
trade. It includes copies of the mani- 
fests of all vessels arriving at New York 
from foreign ports, and having goods 
dealt in by any of these trades. This 
information is rceorcel on tie Ex- 
change earlier than at any other place 
in the city, and twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours in advance of its publica- 
tion in any paper. In addition to this, 
the quantity and name of importer are 
posted with each entry of goods in 
these lines, made at the Custom House, 
and the quantities of each class of 
merchandise withdrawn from bond 
laily.

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RED CHROMATE OF LEAD AND THE 
NEW VERWILION, 


Among pigments of recent introduc 
tion, the so-called artificial vermilion 
has early gained for itself an important 
place among the staple articles in the 
paint trade, the exceeding brilliancy 
and beauty of its color immediately 
commending it to the consumiug pub- 
lic. At first its permanency was ques- 
tioned, as it was thought the introduc- 
tion of aniline into its structure to 
heighten the color, would in the end 
prove detrimental. Severe tests have 
shown that its lasting properties are 
equal if not superior to those of other 
vernilions. The well-known fugitive 
nature of vermilions, renders the intrc- 
duction of one that promises to be 
more permanent, really a boon to 
the consumers, and to this may be at- 
tributed the popularity of the arti- 
ficial vermilion now made by nearly 
every prominent color manufacturer 
in the country. In order to gain its 
present position in the market, it must 
have usurped the place of some of the 
older colors, the ordinary reader would 
argue ; but investigation shows that 
this is not actually the fact, at least its 
introduction has not affected the sale 
and consumption of other vermilions 
to as great an extent as would be nat- 
urally supposed. The explanation of 
this seeming paradox is easy. When 
the continually increasing development 
of this country is taken into considera- 
tion it will not be difficult to perceive 
how great an opportunity is pre- 
sented for the inventor of even such 
an article as a new pigment. Until 
within a few years we had been de- 
pendent upon foreign manufacturers” 
for our supply of fine colors. An in- 
vestigation into the history of the 
years that have intervened between 
that time and the present would bring 
to light some remarkable developments 
in all branches of paint manufacture, 
but particularly in the fine colors. 
We now produce many pigments 
equal in every respect to the finest 
production of foreign manufacturers, 
and that American consumers are 
not slow to discover the merit 
of home manufacturers is readily dis§ 
cernible in the decreased importation 
of this class of paints. But with all 
their improvement in processes and 
increased manufacturing facilities, 
American manufactures will be foreed 
to their utmost capacity for ingenuity 
and skill to keep up with the growing 
necessities of the country, and no doubt 
many years will elapse before they gain 
the entire control of the American 
markets or overcome the strong preju- 
dices which still exist, to a large extent, 
against pigments not bearing the brand 
of a foreign manufacturer. No such 
objection has been raised to the artifi- 
cial vermwilion, and it is seldom that a 
pigment of purely American origin 
gains such great popularity at such an 
early stage of its existence. Now that 
it has become a staple in the market, 
efforts are being made to substitute it 
entirely for American vermilion or the 
red chromate of lead. This would te 
somewhat surprising, in view of the 
fact that both pigments are made by 
the saine manufacturers, if it were not 
for the explanation that the production 
of the former is attended with less 
danger to the health of the workmen 
than the latter. It is asserted that 
workmen prefer making colors that are 
usually considered more harmful, such, 
for instance, as Paris green, rather than 
make American vermilion. It is claim- 
ed, also, that the artificial vermilion 
can be extended without materially al- 
tering the shade or the brilliancy of its 
color, while the red chromate cannot 
be adulterated in the slightest degree 
without detracting from its merit as a 
bright color. Moreover, American ver- 
milion deterior.tes in color when 


















































































ground unless the greatest care is ex- 
ercised. If a small sample is rubbed 


under the finger on a glass plateit 
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rapidly loses its brilliant hue and turns 
to an orange color, while a little of the 
deep scarlet rubbed under a palette 
knife presents, in a short time, a yel- 
lowish red color. This is caused by the 
fine particles of bichromate of potash 
in its composition being broken and 
mixed more intimately with the other 
ingredients thus, more prominently, 
manifesting its presence. Artificial ver- 
milion, on the other hand, can be read- 
ily ground without effecting its color, 
and presents under the knife nearly the 
same appearance under all circum- 
stances. Itis claimed, therefore, that 
the latter, while commanding the 
higher price, is actually cheaper, and 
as its color is more enduring, it is better 
adapted to the uses to which it may be 
put. 
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FOR LUBRICATING 
OILS. 


We receive annually, as the season of 
low temperature approaches, requests 
for information concerning the best 
methods of ascertaining the ‘‘cold test” 
of oils, and the customs of the trade 
here and elsewhere relating to such 
tests. The desire for information is 
manifested alike by the makers of oils, 
the dealers and consumers. We have 
hitherto printed explicit directions as 
to how oil should be tested for weather 
qualities, but asthe number of requests 
for the same information is rather 
greater this year than ever before, we 
assume that there are still enough of 
our readers unfamiliar with this test of 
lubricating oils to make it the subject 
of renewed consideration. Limpidity, 
at a low temperature, is one of the 
most important qualifications of a good 
lubricating oil, and is a quality which 
is by no means easy to secure in all of 
the mineral products. A new charac- 
teristic has been observed in some of 

-the black oils this year which is not 
only confusing to the manufacturer, 
but indicates the necessity of the con- 
sumer being on his guard against oils 
which in actual use may be found not 
to stand the low temperature at which 
they are branded. Oils of good make 
which fairly stood a test of 15 deg. Fah. 
a few months ago, have, after being 
stored for that period, come out with 
their cold test raised to 55 deg. There 
is no way apparent of accounting for 
this behavior of the oils, but as it may 
be a more or less general phenomenon, 
it will be well for buyers to be able to 
make their own cold tests effectively 
without depending too much upon the 
marked test which, while honestly 
made at the time the oils were bar- 
relled, may not fairly represent them 
now. 

The New York Produce Exchange 
rules require that the cold test of min- 
eral lubricating oils shall be taken in a 
glass cup three inches in diameter and 
four inches in depth, surrounded by 
ice and salt in a close box, a thermo- 
meter being placed in the ice and one 
in the oi]. When the two instruments 
reach the required point and indicate 
the same temperature, if the oil is still 
limpid, it shall be taken as a proper 
cold test. The prescribed temperature 
for winter natural oil is 10 F., for wia- 
ter reduced oils 20 to 30 F., and for 
summer reduced 35 to 40 F., while par- 
affine at 82 F. is a winter oil. 

It is the intention of this test to fix 
the temperature at which the oil re- 
mains limpid enough to flow through 
the bung-hole of a barrel—an aperature 
about three inches in diameter. Now, 
while such a degree of limpidity is suf- 
ficient for commercial purposes, this 

test is scarcely rigid enough to protect 
the consumer. The old four-ounce 
bottle test was better for him, because 
the narrow neck of a four-ounce 
sample bottle approached more nearly 
the size of the spiggot through which 
he draws oil from a barrel, or the 
nozzle of the feed can from which it is 
applied to machinery. A safe method

salt, if the desired test be low enough 
to require the addition of salt to bring 
down-the temperature. The bottle 
being surrounded by an air space in 
the larger vessel, the oil receives a 
fairer test than when the testing-glass 
comes directly in contact with the freez- 
ing mixture. A consumer who desires 
to know the actual behavior of the oil 
he is buying, under the ordinary con- 
ditions of its use, will find this method 
of testing the safest he can employ. 
Manufacturers of lubricating oils, by 
employing the method prescribed by 
the Produce Exchange rules, will be 
certain of having a test uniform with 
that to which his oils will be subjected 
in this market, if they come here. But 
if they are endeavoring to build up a 
first-class reputation for their oils, and 
desire that they should stand a severe 
actual weather test, they will subject 
them to as rigid a test as they can de- 
vise. There is no other method of 
testing the behavior of oils under va- 
rious temperatures so good as exposure 
to weather, in a can or barrel, under 
such conditions as it is likely to be 
exposed to when in actual use. Expe- 
rience has shown that.

The Arkansas Manufacturing Company, own- 
ing the large cottonseed oil mill at Argenta, Ark- 
ansas, has recently built a village of cottages 
about its works for its operatives. The company 
makes its own gas which will be used to light 
the mills, and also the dwellings. This will very 
materially lessen the danger of fire, and will also 
save much trouble and expense. But even ifa 
fire should oceur, there are preparations for it, 
forthe company has just completed a tank 
holding 50,000 gallons of water which is ele- 
vated so that the pressure will throw a stream of 
wacer all over the mill. Other valuable improve- 
ments are being added, and no pains or expense 
will be spared until the mills are made one of 
the most complete establishments of this kind in 
the world. 

In 1880, British mines turned out 72,245 tons 
of lead ore, 56,949 tons of lead, and 295,518 
ounces of silver, the average grade of the ore 
showing therefore 78.527 per cent. of lead, a 
proof of very close concentrating.

A husband confessed judgment in favor of his 
wife, and his creditors demanded that the wife 
should show clearly that her husband was in- 
debted toher. In this case, Wilson vs. Silkman, 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, in May, 
decided, through Judge Gordon, that the wife 
must establish that the judgment was given in 
good faith to secure a debt due her by her hus- 
band to her separate estate, and, in the absence 
of this proof. the judgment will be void. For 
the law presumes that the ownership of the 
property in the joint possession of husband and 
wife is in the husband. 


Under acontract to make and deliver phosphates 

to a certain amount and at a specified price, the 
manufacturer gave notice that he was ready to 
make and deliver them, but the other party to 
the contract refused to receive any phosphate. 
An action was brought for damages—Eckenrode 
vs. Chemical Company, of Canton—and the 
Maryland Court of Appeals recently, ‘through 
Judge Miller, decided that the plaintiff could 
recover as damages for the breach of contract 
the difference between the cost of manufacture 
and the price agreed upon, and headded: “It 
may now be regarded as settled law, both in 
England and in this country, that where there is 
a contract for the manufacture and delivery of 
goods at a definite future period, and before the 
time of performance arrives the purchaser repu- 
diates the contract and declares he will not be 
bound by it, or accept the goods if manufac- 
tured, and notifies the vendor to that effect, such 
refusal and notice is a breach of the contract, 
which excuses the vendor from manufacturing 
the goods and furnishes him a good cause of 
action, provided he shows himself to have been 
ready, willing, and able to perform on his part; 
and for such breach he may sue, if not at once, 
as soon as the period of performance fixed by 
the contract has elapsed.” 


A., “ traveling salesman” of merchants in Bos- 
ton, sold to merchants doing business in Hart- 
ford, Vt., a bill of goods, and he represented to 
the purchasers that he was a partner in the house 
of the vendors. In the contract it was agreed 
that the purchasers might pay A. for the goods 
in Hartford when he should come on his next 
trip, in about three months, and they paid A., as 
agreed, at about thattime. Merchants at Hart- 
ford were accustomed either to pay the sales- 
man orto remit. The vendors sent a bill for the 
goods when they were forwarded, but without 
any letter, and on it were the words, “‘ payable 
at office,” obscurely placed, which, however, the 
purchasers did not see on filing the billaway. In 
an action for the value of the goods brought by 
the vendors, Putnam vs. Moore, the Supreme 
Court of Vermont,in May.through Judge Veazey, 
said: “A., being sent out by the plaintiffs as 
their traveling salesman, clearly bad apparent 
authority, not only to take an order, but to make

Fighting the Monopoly. 

About a month ago a number of inde- 
pendent refiners of petroleum, that is, 
those outside the Standard Oil Company, 
met. in Pittsburg for the purpose of form- 
ing an organization for their mutual pro- 
tection. They afterward met in Cleveland 
aad the association is now in working or- 
der. Most of those who compose it are 
prominent refiners of Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland, Buffalo, Oil City, and the 
object of their combining was to assist each 


other in the tradé by keeping well in- 
formed as to prices and the movements of 
oil in different sections of the country. 
This movement, unimportant as it may 
seem, is another step toward the creation 
of a healthy, business-like trade in oil, 
For years, as is well known, the whole 
business of producing oil has been under 
the control of the Standard Oil Company, a 
giant concern which has in a few years, by 
fair means or foul, succeeded in completely 
monopolizing the trade of one of the 
world’s most important commodities. Two 
years ago every refiner and every producer 
of petroleum was compelled to pay tribute 
to the Standard. No man could ship a 
barrel of oil from the wells to the seaboard 
over any of the railroads, except upon the 
terms made by the Standard, which 
; amounted to almost an entire prohibition 
of business. For years the oil men fought 
the company, which grew into aclose and 
grinding monopoly. Thousands of small 
dealers were forced to give up their busi- 
ness or were ruined by fatal competition 
until the Standard monopolized the pe- 
troleum tiade of the world. A few pro- 
ducers and refiners who could not be driven 
or squeezed out of the business remained 
to oppose the company, and the effects of 
the battle are just beginning to be felt. 

The great problem was to get to the sea- 
board. Every avenue was under the control 
of the Standard, and it seemed as if the 
difficulty was insurmountable. However, 
afew men, willing to risk their fortunes 
further in the fight betore giving it up, 
met and determined to build a pipe line to 
Williamsport, where communication could 
be had with the Reading Railroad—a com- 
pany which was not under the domination 
of the Standard Oil Company. Subse- 
quently a fight was made in the Legisla- 
ture fur a Free-pipe Bill, under the leader- 
ship of Sanatory Lewis Emery, Jr., and 
others who were interested in free and 
‘fair trade in oil. The bill was not heartily 
supported by Philadelphia members and 
it failed. The Tidewater Pipe Company 
soon became an important institution. It 
bought its right of way through the great 
wilderness of the northwestern portion of 
the State and laid its pipes over the spurs 
of the Alleghenies and under the rivers 
that feed the broad Susquehanna. The 
Standard fought the new company at every 
point and purchased thousands of acres of 
land to prevent the line reaching'Williams- 
port. The Tidewater Pipe Company ran

The Toronto Mail of the 5th gives the 
particulars of the attempt in that city to 
bring W. T. Branch, the alleged forger and 
embezzler, to terms, H. D. Hancock, of 
Oil City, appeared as counsel for the 
American Transfer Company, whose finan- 
cial agent Branch was up to the time of his 
sudden departure from Bradford. Branch 
was brought before Judge McKenzie of 
Toronto, and through a representation of 
the county. crown altorney that Branch 
would return to the place of his alleged 
crime for trial, and, with consent of the at- 
torney for the prosecution he was dis- 
charged.

At this stage he concluded to 
quit a defaulter and so decamped, taking 
only $5,000, the balance saved out of the 
$50,000. It is presumed the matter will 
be fixed up, perbaps without prosecution. 
It will of course be a severe lesson to him

The Seaboard Pipe Line. 


Referring to the extension of the Stand- 

ard Oil Co.’s Seaboard Pipe Line, for which, 
as we announced last week, bridges are 
being erected along the line of the Midland 
Railroad, an exchange says: ‘'The bridges 
at present present a very peculiar appear- 
ance. The abutments are very heavy, 
almost strong encugh to hold a railroad 
bridge.

Between these abutments the pipe is sup- 
ported by the frailest kind of woodwork 
which will be washed away as soon as the 
streams fill up, and indeed that is what it 
was put up for. The pipe is laid first sup- 
ported by this woodwork; then the abut- 
ments are built, and it is expected that the 
pipe will be able to bear its own weight 
across the stream and not need any sup- 
port except the abutments. If this ar- 
angement is not changed it will afford 
first-class chances to tramps and evel-dis- 
posed persons for malicious mischief. A 
large rock or a railroad tie carried on the 
bridge and thrown on the pipes, which 
run within a few feet of the bridges, would 
be certain to break the pipes and then it 
would be only a matter of circumstances 
how much damage would be done. The 
oil pipe strikes the Midland near New- 
foundland, and nearly all the bridges have 
already been completed, though at present 
only a small force of men are engaged at 
the work. 


Government Alcoholimetry. 

The system adopted by the United States 
Government in estimating the ‘‘ proof” 
of liquors bas been heretofore explaired in 
our columns and is generally understood, 
but the precise method of ascertaining the 
exact number of ‘proof gallons” in a 
cask at any temperature whatsoever, is 
not so clearly comprehended, and we 
have consequently thought it would be 
of interest to our readers to reproduce 
the following general statement by Mr. 8. 
H. Whitfield, Internal Revenue Agent,of the 
principles upon which the Government 
standard of weighing or ascertaining proof 
of spirits by use of thermometer and hy- 
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drometers is based. Unlike most other } 
systems which have hydrometers gradu- 
ated to show per cents of alcohol, the 
Government adopted the more simple one 
of having them graduated to show parts by 
volume of proof spirits equivalent to 100 
parts of liquor at a temperature of 60 deg. 
Fahrenheit. 

Thus, at a temperature of exactly 60 
deg , the proof of s irits will always be 
found to agree with the hydrometer read- 
ings. 

At 60 deg., indication 0, simply water 
or ‘‘no proof” would be found. 

At 60 deg., indication 100, the proof 
would be exactly 100 deg., or ‘just procf.” 

At 60 deg., 200 indication, the proof 
would be 200, or ‘‘absolute alcohol.” 

Spirits cannot, however, always be gauged 
at 60 deg., and as the density varies with 
the temperature, a correction is necessary 
for temperatures varying trom 60, the hy- 
drometer giving too low indication for tem- 
peratures below 60, and too high for those 
above. 

The correction gives the ‘true per cent ,” 
or what the reading would be at 60 deg. 
Fahrenheit. 

As the hydrometers in use by the gov- 
ernment are graduated so as to indicate 
te number of parts by volume of proof 
spirits equivalent to one hundred parts of 
liquor at 60 deg. Fahrenheit, it follows that 
the additions for low temperatures, and 
subtractions for high temperatures, must 
be made on the actual quantity in wine gal- 
lons contained in the barrel or other package 
giuged, and not on the proof ascertained 
by the thermometer and hydrometer. 

The rule for calculating correction to 
volume may in its most simple terms be 
expressed as follows: Multiply the wine 
gallons found in the cask, after deducting 
wantag> (if any is found) by the figure in 
the right hand column of the Manual indi- 
cating the amount to be allowed for correc- 
tiou; subtract the product from the wine 
gallons thus found (or add, as the case may 
be). After subtracting or adding, if there 
isa fraction of a wine gallon less than 
three-tenths, drop it; if three-tenths to 
seven-tenths, call it a half gallon, if seven- 
tenths and over call ita full wine gallon. 
This rule is correct iu all cases where 
spirits are ABOVE PROOF. 

In reading the proof found in the Manual, 
fractions of five-tenths and under will be 
dropped; all over five-tonths will be called 
a whole number. 

It should be borne io mind that the rule 
providing for tte dropping of fractions un- 
der three-tenths, and calling three-tenths 
to seven-tenths and a half, and seven and 
over, a full gallon, has reference to the 
finding of the net wine gallons, and the rule 
for reading proof to finding the per cent. of 
streng hh by which such wine gallons are to 
be multiplied when thus found. 

To give an example which may serve to 
illustrate the above rules, suppose spirits 
to be weighed as follows: 

Temperature, 70; indication, 105; proof, 
100.9101; correction to volume io be sub- 
tracted 0.5 of one percent. Suppose the 
barrel to contain 42'¢ wine gallons. Then 
42 50x00 5.21250; 42.50—,21250 — 42.287 
plus. The fraction remaining after the 
subtraction being (42 287 plus) less than 
three-fourths is dropped, and a half gallon 
correction found. Then multiply the 42 
net wine by 101—42 42 proof gallons. Take 
93 temperature, 196 indication, 188.3 proof. 
Suppose the package to be gauged and 
found to contain 4644 wine gallons 44 wan- 
tage~46 gallons. The correction at 93 deg. 
196, 188.3, proof is 2.1 subtract. Then mul- 
tiply 46 by .021-.066. 46—.966—45.034, 
which being lgss than three-tenths, is 
dropped, and on the barrel in question we 
have one gallon correction, leaving 45 net 
wine gallons to be multiplied by 183 per 
cent. proof. 

When spirits are susT PROOF OR BELOW, 
multiply the wine gallons left, after deduct- 
ing wantage, by the correction figure, add 
or subtract the product to or from the wine 
gallons thus multiplied, and if there isa 
remainder, or sum of less than five-tenths, 
drop 1t; if five-tenths or more call ita full 
gallon. The operation isin all cases the 
same as when above proof, except that the 
division is made on five-tenths instead of 
three and seven-tenths. 


As an Giesteetion, suppose spirits 
weighed at 62 temperature, 101 indication, 
proof 100.2, correction to be subtracted, 0 2. 
Take a 42% gallon barrel filled with this

41542. The fraction of .415, being less 
than 5-10, is dropped. Tike 38 tempera- 
ture, 65 indication, proof 75.4, correction 
to volume to add, 0.7. Take a 43-gal'on 
barrel, and the operation would be as fol- 
lows: 43x00.7—.301; 43 ;lus .301 — 43- 

.301..43; being less than 5-10, there is no 
correction. 

When spirits are proof and telow, a 
slight variation from 60 deg. of heat will 
give correction on barrels having a half 
gallon in the wine gallon gauge, but a very 
considerable variation is necessary to give 
correction vn ‘-even” barrels. 

It is believed that the adoption of this 


system has done away with many differ-! 
j ing chemists. It is hoped that this brief 


ences arising out of the weighing of spirits 
at widely varying temperatures, and estab- 
lished a compensating and perfectly equit- 
able system, where, taking the average of a 
year’s transactions, the buyer, the seller 
and the government secure equal advan- 
tages. The system of artificial heat at dis- 
tilleries may operate against the govern- 
ment, but, with the proper use of the gov- 
ernment instruments, if cannot unfavora— 
bly effect the rectifier who is the purchaser 
of such spirits, 

The object to be attained was the quan- 
tity that would at all times be found ina 
barrel when the temperature was reduced 
to 60 deg. Fahrenheit, and this result has 
unquestionably been secured by the adop- 
tion of the Tagliabue thermometer and hy- 
drometers.

Mineral Acids of Commerce. 


The following paper, by Prof. P. W. 
Bedford, which we clip from the Druggists’ 
Circular, will be found interesting to many 
of our readers : 

Retail druggists usually purchase their 
supplies of mineral acids from the whole- 
sale druggist, and not from the manufac- 
turer direct. The wholesale dealer usually 
supplies whatever may be called for in this 
line, as he does of other commodities in 
which he deals, and if there be auy partic- 
ular kind sold in prefer2nce, that particular 
kind is sent out to the retail purchaser 
when no special kind or strength is men- 
tioned. It happens with the mineral acids 
that the manufacturers prepare difterent 
strengths for varying wants or purposes, 
and they are supplied usually under what 
are t-rmed ‘‘ degrees,” these degrees hav- 
ing a reference to what is known as 
‘*Baumo’s scale.” Of the several acids in 


use, sulphuric acid or oil of vitroil is the , 


one in the greatest demand. This acid is 
supplied to manufacturers only in a certain 
variety known as pan acid, having usually 
the density of 60 deg, B., equal to specific 
gravity 1.706. 

This acid has only been evaporated so 
far as it can with safety be conducted in 
leaden pans. The acid is, however, con- 
centrated in special stills to much greater 
strength, and can be had as strong as 1.875, 

The U.S. Pharmacopeia adopts as the 
official strength of sulphuric acid the spe- 
cific gravity of 1.843, which was formerly 
supposed to be the equivalent of 66 7g. 
Baume. 

The Manufacturing Chemists’ Association 
in 1875, after a considerable expense of 
time and money in making researches and 
experiments, adopted a table of equivalents 
for Baume’s scale which differs from that 
laid down in the usual text books in the 
hands of druggists, and therefore there is 
frequently a disappointment in having a 
weaker acid than desired. This standard 
of the Chemists’ Assdciation calls the 
equivalent of 66 deg. Baume, 1.635, and 
sulphuric acid of 66 deg. B. is what is 
known in the trade as oil of vitriol. When 
either stronger or weaker it is known as 
sulphuric acid, and is sold as of a given 
degree of Baume or specific gravity. Drug- 
gists, should, therefore, order sulphuric 
acid, 1.843, if they desire to obtain an acid 
of full pharmacopo’‘al strength, and there 
is no difficulty in obtaining such an acid 
when wanted. Nitricacid, U. 8. P., has 
the specific gravity of 1.420, but what fs 
known as ‘42 deg. B. nitric aeid” has the 
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specific gravity of 1.408. By consulting 
t e table below, it will be seen that 43 degs 
B. has as its equivalent specific gravity 
1.421. This nitric acid (43 deg. B. -) should, 
therefore, have the strength of the U, g. 
Pharmacopeia. Much of the acid that ig 
supplied has varying strength, and is com. 
mercially known by the number corre. 
sponding with degrees of Baume's scale at 
36, 38, 40, 41, 42, 43, 44, 45 and 47, nitrie 
acid. By referring to the accompanying 
table, the specific gravily will be found, 
Muriatic acid 1s supplied ot several differ. 
ent degrees of strength, mainiy 18 deg., 99 
deg., 21 deg. and 22 deg. 

In procuring this acid, that of 21 deg, 
should be ordered. This is a little over 
the officinal strength. 

Appended wiil be found the standarg 
table in use by all the manufacturers of 
mineral acids, and almost all manufactur. 


note will lead druggists to exercise more 
care in procurng their mineral acidg of 
proper strength, as also to test them for 
both strength and purity.

Estimating Quinine in Quinine Wines 
aud Tinctures. 

The Chemists’ Journal republishes from 
the Analyst the following abstract of 6 
paper on an interesting subject, which 
was read before the Society of Pabli¢ 
Analysts, by Mr. A. W. Blyth, M. R. ©. 8: 

Having had occasion to make severl 
estimations of quinine in the quinine 
wines and tinctur.s of commerce, it be- 
came necessary in the absence of any difi- 
nite information in the text books, to in- 
dependently investigate the best meth- 
ods of procedure. 

With regard to the formula, the a ithor 
says:—‘I have found hitherto nothing but 
the seven hydrate in common use. I 
therefore think that when any ‘article is 
sold with a label describing it as contain- 
ing so much ‘quinine,’ that we are justi 
fied in considering the word ‘quinine’ to 
signify sulphate of quinine, and that sul- 
phate of quinine to have the formula

In an actual determination of the qui- 
nine, precipitated from a solution of ee 
sulphate of quinine, the precipitate drie 
at 100 deg. equalled 76:5 per cent., a0 
generally speaking, the error seems 10 lid 
a little on the side of over estimation.

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ployed. This fact in duubiloms due to the 
strychnine, as dried for a short time at 100 
deg. C., retaining some water of combina- 
tion. I propose to examine this ‘matter 
more fully. It was found that when the 
solution of the strychnine in ether-chloro- 
form approached dryness, it was exceed- 
ingly apt to decrepitate, thus occasioning 
loss of alkaloid. ‘This tendency was 
avoided by adding « few drops of alcohol 
toward the close of the evaporation. This 
precaution is only necessary when periectly 
pure strychnine is in solution. .'The small 
quantity of impurity usually’ extracted 
along with the strychnine when the 
method is used in toxicological investiga- 
tions, appears to prevent the tendency to 
decrepitation. In the extraction of strych- 
nine in such practice, I find it convenient 
to bring the acidulated aqueous liquid toa 
volume of about 20 c.c., agitate it with 
ether-chloroform to remove piperine, glu- 
cosides, etc., separate, render the liquid 
strongly alkaline with ammonia, and at 
once agitate with 30 c.c, of ether-chloro- 
form, The separation usually occurs very 
rapidly, but may be induced with cer- 
tainty by adding water or ether in the 
manner already described.—A. H. ‘Allen in 
The Analyst.

We will begin with ‘‘Pain Killers,” one 
of the most. harmless kinds, because chiefly 
of external application. Few of them are 
wholly inert and most of them have a 
sient stimulating effect. Of eight of them, 
subjected to analysis, six were found to 
contain the ordinary spirit of camphor, 
which every thoughtful mother keeps in 
the house, three contained ammonia, such 
as any hartshorn bottle would furnish, four 
were charged with red pepper, all had some 
alcohol,—oil of sassafras was found in four 
of them, oil of turpentine in two, tincture 
of guaiac in two, chloroform in one and 
myrrh in one. 

One that was sold at a dollar for a four- 
ounce bottle by a Chinese doctor who had 
studied many years in the Celestial king- 
dom, and who visited the towns of Mick- 
igan in a gorgeous. car drawn by four 
hordes, with a company of musicians and a 
lecturer, consisted of camphor spirit, lay- 
ender compound spirit, ammonia water, 
sassafras Oil and alcohol. One-made and 
sold in Germany as Nature’s Own Cure, a 
sure relief for one hundred and sixty-six 
different diseases; consists of red- pepper 
tincture, ammonia and alcohol. Another, 
noticed since grouping the eight articles, 
is a Five-Minute Fragrant Pain Curer that 
will quiet every ache within five minutes 
by an exact time-piece. It is a mixture of 
ether, glycerine, common salt and waters 
A Golden Wonder, or Seven Seals, fbr all 
the ills liable to occur in this life, is a mix« 
ture of ether, chloroform, camphor, pep= 
permint oil, red pepper and alcohol, 
Nearly all of these articles are directed to 
be taken internally, as well as applied ex- 
ternally. Now almost every person would 
have some judgment as to how much of 
ammonia, or turpentine, or camphor, or 
ether, or strong alcohol, it would be safe to 
take at once, if to be taken at all in seeking 
relief from a violent pain, but what judg- 
ment can anybody have as to a safe quan~ 
tity of such talismanio articles as ‘‘ready 
relief,” “ wizard oil” or ‘ magic master of 
misery ?” 

A class of nostrums finding considerable 
sale in Michigan is the line of ague cures, 
Of six of these, collected and analyzed in 
this State, five were found to contain the 
cheaper alkaloids of Peruvian bark, that1s, 
the medicinal principles accompanying 
quinine and of similar effect, but heldin 
less esteem,so that they are separated from 
quinine and sold ata much lower price. 
Red pepper was’ tound in two, aromatic 
sulphuric acid in two, molasses or syrup in 
five, and wintergreen oil in one. One con. 
sisted ofs thin mixture 6f powdered char- 
coal, the tincture of chloride of iron and 
syrup, ‘These articles were all extended 
especially to these who had found injury 
instead of relief from the taking of quinine 
and other preparations of the bark, aud 
each was published as a new discovery.

Dissolving Known Quantities of Quinine in 
Wine.—Accurate results were obtained to 
the second decimal place, and therefore 
with the exception of time it compares fa- 
vorably with estimations by weight, Mayer 
recommends the concentration of the so- 
lution to be as 1 : 800, and under these.¢ir- 
cumstances he says that each c.c. is equal 
to ‘0108 grm. of quinine. But the author's 
experiments show that this is not to be de- 
pended upon, and it appears probable that 
the value varies according to the tempera- 
ture of the solution. For the ‘‘Mayer” 
precipitates are generally very soluble in 
warm water, reappearing as the solution 
cools. Theauthor theretore recommends 
each time that the standard solution of 
quinine and the wine to be assayed be first 
brought to exactly the same temperature 
and the solution of quinine made so as to 
be of the same strength as the solution to 
be examined should be, and then the num- 
ber of c.c. in each case required accurately 
found. 

Known quantities of quinine were also 
precipitated by Scheibler’s reagent. The 
precipitate separated by filtration and then 
shaken up with strong soda and ether in the 
tube to be described. Here absolutely accu- 
rate results were obtained, but it did not 
compare favorably in respect of time with 
the ether and alkali process which the 
author describes by means of a woodcut.

In order to make the old-fashioned ether 
process expeditious and accurate, he de- 
vised a new tube, which has since been 
found most useful and in fact indispensable 
for the separation quantitatively of volatile 
solyents when used for the recovery of sub- 
stances from liquids. A tube, which may 
be of the ordinary burette size of any con_ 
venient length or diameter to suit the 
analyst, is furnished with a stopcock and 
bent beak of small, almost capillary bore. 
The lower-end is attached to a long piece 
of pressure tubing, which is also connected 
witb a small reservoir of mercury capable 
ot being raised or lowered bya pulley. To 
use the apparatus the reservoir is raised, 
after opening the stop-cock, until mercury 
flows out at the end of the bent beak, the 
latter is then inserted into the liquid to be 
examined, and by lowering the reservoir 
& vacuum is. caused so as to suck the 
liquid into the tube. The ether is introduced 
in exactly the same way. The stopcock is 
now closed, and all the mercury, or nearly 
all, is run out of the tube; the pressure 
tubing is clamped near the lower end of 
the glass tube, and the stopcock is also 
closed. The tube and contents may be 
now violently shaken. After standing, the 
ether separates in a defined layer. The 
Stopcock and clamp are now opened by 
raising the reservoir, The ether is made 
éven to the last drop to flow out of the bent 
beak into the tared flask from whence it is 
recovered by distillation.

In all branches of the paint trade an active 
trade is reported and a contideut tone prevails. 
In fact the market has never been in better con- 
dition, so far as sellers are concerned, and very 
few signs of weakness are apparent. The most 
prominent feature of the market is the scarcity 
of heavy goods, particularly those of which 
there was en excessive stock a few months since. 
Sulphate of barytes, for instance, which was a 
drug in the market nine or ten months since, and 
of which there was an enormous stock for a year 
previous to that time, is now in active Gemand, 
and the finer grades are difficult to obtain. Ro- 
chelle ochre is an article of which there is abso- 
lutely 1.0 stock in first hands and Jittle or nothing 
is held by jobbers. The favorite brands of English 
Venetian red can now onlybe obtained ig small lots 
and then only from second hands. Litharge and 
red lead have bee) scarce since early in the year 
and though menufacturing facilities hyve been 
increased, and almost doubled in .ome instances, 
the production is inadeqaate to meet the demand 
from consumers. A number of other articles 
might ve named, all of which ate in small stock. 
The causes of the scarcity of the imported goods 
are attributable to the scarcity of tonnage on the 
other side and the large demand in the home 
markets, Which takes most of the surplus usually 
shipped to this country. In the case of the arii- 
cles of domestic production the scarcity can be 
traved to the unprecedented trade of the summer 
months, which allowed manufacturcrs no oppor 
tunity to prepare for the Fall demand. The lung 
drought, also, is partly the cause of the present 
lignt stocks of sume articles, especially those 
consuming large quantiti s of water in thevourse 
of their production. As we said above a firm 
tone prevails and few chunges have occurred 
during the week. The most important altera- 
tion was an advance of Mc per Ib in the price of 
American oxi‘le of zinc, due to the increased de 
mand.

Ready Mixed Paints. 

The ready mixed paints continue in active re 
quest and manufacturers, though running to 
their capacity, cannot keep up with the demand, 
sole belug several weeks behind their orders 
with no prospect of catching up. Prices are un- 
changed but are very firm, with an upward 
tendency, owing to the enhanced cost of raw 
material ' 

Metallic Paints. 

An active demand is reported by manufac- 
turers, who are all behind with their orders. 
‘The warket remains very firm, though no imme- 
diate advance is thought necessary. The follow 
lowing were the prices current at the close.

Sulphate of barytes of fine grades is still diffi- 
cult to obtain, except in small lots from second 
hands, mauufacturers being still far behind their 
orders, while the production is limited by the 
continued scarcity of water at the mills. 
For the best grades of prime there is 
stil a good deal of inquiry, but 
the coarser kinds receive little attention. The 
market closes firm and we continue to quote 
$21@23 for prime white domestic, and $23@25 
for German. Off-color grades are still quotable 
at $15@19 as to quality and floated at $28 for 
German and $30 for domestic extra. We hear of 
Sales of 30 tons prime white domestic at $23, 

English china clay shows no marked improve- 
ment in prive and the demand has not quickened. 
There is a fair trade in progress but the orders 
are mostly for jobbing lots, consumers refusing 
to anticipate future requirements. Stocks of 
the lower and medium kinds are ample, but 
there is a scarcity of the finer kinds reported. 
As the demand is principally for the finer kinds, 
this scarcity has no effect upon the market. We 
continue to quote $14 50@15 for the low grades, 
$17@18 for medium to good, and $2150 
for the superfine grades. Lots to ar- 
rive are procurable at about $1 per ton 
less than the above quotations. Sales 
are reported of 30 tons medium at $17@17 50, 
and 20 tons at $17@18, as to quality. The de- 
mand for domestic is fair, but no large sales 
have come under our notice. The reported 
transactions were 50 cks, in lots, at $11 50. 


Terra alba is in fair demand, but the low prices 
at which domestic brands are offered has had a 
tendency to unsettle the market for French, and 
restricts business in the latter grade. The nomi 
ral quotation for French is 90c ex store, but we 
hear that offers have been made to sell at 85c, 
«nd in some instances as low as 75¢ has been ac- 
cepted. Prime No. 1 American is offered by 
sume dealers at 65c, while others demand 85c. 
Fxtru No 2 is quoted at 50c and No. 2 at 35@45c 
asto holder. We hear of no English offering. 

French tale continues in good demand, and 
prices ure Very firm at the advance noted in our 
last. Stocks are now quite large, but as they 
are pretiy well concentrated no difficully is ex- 
per-enced by holders in maintaining the market. 
Tiere have been sales reported of 400 bags in 
lo.s at 14@ 1c, and these were the quotations 
for st: re lots at the close. Lots to arrive are 
quctable at 1c ex-vessel, but to large buyers a 
slizh: concessiun from this price would probably 
be r ade. 

Chalk has been in better demand during the 
wee ju:t closed. Buyers held off as long as 
possible in the hope of obtaining concessions, 
but the large demand for the manufactured 
goods has mate:iully reduced their stock of the 
raw material, and has forced them into the mar- 
ket. Sales have been made of 1200 tons at $2 25 
to arrive. 

Whiting continues in active demand, but man- 
ufactulers are indifferent sellers, having about all 
they can do to fill the orders now in hand before 
the close.of navigation. A lot of 150 bbls com- 
inercial was sold several days since at 45c, but 
since then a bid of 50c fora lot of 500 bbls was 
refused, and it is difficult to find a seller of any 
quantity at the latter price. For gilders 70c is 
freely bid, but there are no sellers. 

Paris white, English cliffstone continues in fair 
jubbing request at previous prices. The spot 
sup} ly is moderate but is sufficiently large to 
meet present requirements. The general quota- 
tions are $1 20@1 40 as to quantity, but on large 
lots the mside price is shaded, and some brands 
are suid down to $1@110 according to size of 
order. American Paris white is quotable at 90c@ 
$1, but we hear of little selling. 

Patty is firm at the advance noted in our last. 
Manufacturers are kept busy. The demand 
both for prompt and future delivery continuing 
active despite the higher priccs asked. Lots in 
bulk are quotable at 134c, and bladders are held 
at 2@24c. 

Rottenstone is firm and unchanged, large lots 
being quoted at 4@5c in original packages. The 
demand is moderate, but stocks are light. No 
sales of importance are reported. 

Ground pumice stone is in active request, and 
as stocks are greatly reduced with no prospect of 
renewal for some time to come in consequence of 
the difficulty experienced in obtaining fresh sup- 
plies of lump stone, the market is very firm, with 
av upward tendendency.

The object of the work detailed below 
was to determine, if possible, the nature 
of the active principle of the drug. The 
reports, so far, have been contradictory as 
to the nature of the constituent to which 
the powder owes its insecticide effects, 
Rother (1876) ascribes its action to a glu- 
coside, called by him persicin. Semenoff 
(1876) claimed to have obtained from the 
flowers a volatile substance, and a French 
observer regarded a crystalline alkaloid as 
the active principle (National Dispensatory, 
page 1192).

Mr. Oscar Textor, Ph. 0. of the Michigan 
School of Pharmacy, communicates to the 
American Journal of Pharmacy, a very in- 
teresting account of an examination made 
by him of the nature of the poisonous 
principle of the Persian insect powder, 
which we reproduce. The fact that life 
lingers in the poisoned insect for so long a 
period as ten hours, will seem strange to 


Persian insect powder consists of the 
or Pyrethrum carneum, composites growing 


Asia, from Persia to the Caucasus moun- 
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mix readily with strong sulphuric acid, 
but the addition of a little water immedi- 
ately caused a precipitate. Nitric acid de- 
composed the extract, leaving a yellow 
resinous mass, 


A portion of the benzol extract was now 
triturated with calcined magnesia to form 
a powder, of which a few grains were 
Pluced underneath a glass vessel contain- 
ing a fly. The insect succumbed to the 
poison in about three minutes. The pre- 
cipitate obtained by dissolving the benzol 
extract in alcohol and pouring into acidu- 
lated water, when reduced to a powder 
with the aid of magnesia, also had an im- 
mediate poisonous effect. The substance 
obtained by dissolving with acid- 
ulated water, was pulverized with 
Magnesia, and its effects upon a 
fly found to be identical with those 
of the two preceding substances. Now the 
original powder, as left after extraction 
with benzol,was introduced beneath a glass 
containing a fly, the result being no 
apparent effect upon the insect. The 
pdwder, as left after extraction with 
benzol, was then percolated with 95 
per cent. alcohol, and the percolate evapo- 
rated to dryness. The residae, when tritu- 
rated with magnesia to form a powder, 
failed to produce any poisonous action on 
a fly. 

To determine the presence of a volatile 
oil, a fresh portion of the whole flowers 
with enough water to cover, was introduced 
into a retort and a little common salt added 
to raise the boiling point. After standing 
twenty-four hours, heat was applied, and 
the mixture boiled until about four fluid 
ounces had collected in the receiver. The 
distillate contained no trace of a volatile oil 

From what has been said it is evident 
that the poisonous principle resides in the 
benzol extract, as the powder after treat- 
ment with benzol no longer possesses any 
poisonous properties. The absence of 
alkaloids has been shown. Now what is 
the nature of this extract? 

An answer to this question may be 
found by reconsidering the properties 
of the extract and its deportment with 
the various reagents with which it was 
treated. 

In the first place, its soft consistence and 
sticky nature are qualities possessed by 
the whole classof soft resins. It is readily 
soluble in alcohol, the solution giving an 
acid reaction and precipitating upon the 
addition of water. These are properties 
possessed by resins in general. Many 
resins combine with alkalies and form 
compounds which may be called resin- 
soaps. The benzo! extract became soluble 
upon treating with afew drops of potas- 
sium hydrate and formed a lather when 
agitated. Resins, with some exceptions, 
are precipitated unchanged from their 
combination with alkaline bases, The so- 
lution of the benzol extract in potassium 
hydrate yielded a precipitate with acidu- 
lated water; the poisonous properties of 
the extract were not impaired by the treat- 
ment, as was demonstrated by experiments 
upon flies. The previously described ac- 
tion of the extract with sulphuric acid is 
also one of the characteristics of a resin. 

With the support of the evidence given 
by these reactions, the writer ventures to 
answer the question previously put, by 
stating that the active principle of Persian 
insect powder is in nature a soft resin. 

The poisonous action of the powder 
seems to be directed principally to the ali- 
mentary canal and the power of locomo- 
tion. The insect at first runs wildly about, 
evidently having an unpleasant sensation 
about the mouth, as is manifested by the 
ejection of a watery fluid and the strenu- 
ous endeavors of its fore legs to remove the 
cause of the irritation. The legs next be- 
gin to show signs of weakness and eventu- 
ally become unable to support the body. 
The insect then resorts to its wings, and 
after a few short trips through the air the 
victim finds itself on its back. While in 
this position it may easily be observed that 
the action on the alimentary canal is de- 
cided, as is evinced by the drops of liquid 
issuing from the mouth and from upmis- 
takable signs of irritation in the lower part 
of the canal. The poisoned insect, though 
powerless to move, shows signs of life as

English rapeseed oil has sold ina jobbing way 
at $1. There is some demand for large lots but 
we hearof nothing but jobbing transactions. 
There is a limited stock of domestic on the spot 
which is offered by the holders at 85c. 

Buyers of crude cottonseed oil still have to 
supply their requirements from the very small 
stock of last season’s oil yet remaining. Prices 
continue firm and without change. There have 
been no shipments of new crude to this market 
except on contract, and without transactions 
quotations are nominal, It is probable, how- 
ever, that 4744@50c would be paid for strictly 
prime, as buyers are in need of supplies. We 
hear of no new business at the mills, as crushers’ 
ideas are too high to meet the views of buyers. 
It is reported that 45c at the mill has been bid 
and refused on contracts for future delivery. 
The outlook for seed this year is not so bright, as 
earlier reports had led crushers to anticipate. 
Latest cotton reports place the shortage in Ark- 
ansas as high as 60% and in the lower Gulf States 
the production, it is stated, will be 25 to 40% less 
than last year. This deficiency in cer- 
tain localities may be partly made up bya 
wider territory to gather the seed from, the 
better prices and the encouraging prospect for 
oll, enabling crushers to pay higher prices for 

heir seed this year, and thus insure 
deliveries from more _ distant points 
than was formerly the case. If, there- 
fore, the present prices should continue 
throughout the season, it may be found that the 
production will not fall below that of last year, 
notwithstanding the thort cotton crop. 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is not selling 
for future delivery, buyers and sellers being too 
far apart in their views to admit of business. 
There is a good demand to supply immediate 
wants, and during the week sales have been 
made _of 500 to 600 bbis, at prices ranging as high 
as 60c. The bulk of the business, however, was 
done at about 55@56c. The almost entire fail- 
ure of the olive crop has increased the interest of 
foreign buyers of summer refined oil, and it is 
is now thought that 5Cc or even higher would 
be paid in this market for export. The immedi- 
ate future of prices here will depend largely 
upon the receipts from the south. If they should

A twenty-five barrel well, within three miles of 
Oil City, as surprising as it may seem, is never- 
theless true,for no later than last Thursday 
night, this new well was struck. It is owned by 
8. J. Grinnell & Co,, and is situated on the John 
MeBride farm, within a mile of the village of 
Salem. The first twenty-four hours the new 
well made thirty-five barrels, and it is said by 
those who profess to know that she will perhaps 
settle dowi and make a good twenty-five barrel 
well. The owners of the new “gushes” are 
building two more rigs onthe same farm, and 
will commence operations next week. It is said 
that this well will open up a large area of 
territory undeveloped, and should the welis now 
drilling strike as prolific a vein as the Grinnell 
well, undoubtedly a rush will be made by the 
producers to secure leases and purchase lands, 


The new well near Greensburg, Westmoreland 
county, appears to be fizzling out rapidly. A 
Franklin operator, fresh from the scene, reports 
that it did fairly on the first day, pumped a little 
oil the second day, and the third day was yield- 
ing hardly a trace of the greasy fluid. He gives 
it as his opinion after a careful investigation, 
that the territory is worthless, notwithstanding 
the glowing exaggerations of big strikes pub- 
lished in the Pittsburg papers. -The oil is of su- 
perior quality, but water seems too abundant for 
the lubricator to be produced in paying quantity. 
Several other wells are under way in the neigh- 


borhood, so that the precise value of the district [° 


will soon be settled definitely. Large blocks of 
land have been leased by different parties, in- 
cluding members of the Standard combination 
and two or three operators from Petrolia. That 
the field will come into serious competition with 
the Franklin region is not likely, judging from 
the character of the developments thus far. 
However, the demand for heavy oil is increasing 
at a rate that will require new powers of supply 
to keep pace with the necessities of the trade.

An “ Anti” Refinery. 


Among the most complete refineries lo- 
cated at Cleveland, O., is the works of the 
Sun Refining Co., an incorporated com- 
pany with a capital of $50,000. The build- 
ings and machinery of the works, which 
cost $35,000 to erect, cover five acres, and 
ate arranged in a manner best adapted to 
facilitate the various processes involved in 
the refining of petroleum. Tho erude oil 
is brought to the works in tank cars, ona 
side track connecting with the C. &P. R. R., 
and requires very little handling. Their 
stills have a charging capacity of 
300 bbls. each or 600 bbls. com- 
bined, and the capacity of their 
agitatois is 500 bbis. The distillate 
tanks, of which there are four, have a com- 
bined capacity of 1500 bbls., and being un- 
derground are absolutely water and fire- 
proof. The company produces three 
grades of refined petroleum, 150 water 

white, 175 water white head light and 300 
water white, the latter being made direct 
from the crude. Their lubricating oil de- 
partment, which is second only in import- 
ance to their refining department, produces 
very fine grades of oil, among which may 
be mentioned their 28 gravity zero black 
oil and 30 and 33 gravity Smith Ferry oil. 
They also manufacture fine cylinder oils 
standing a fire test of 600°. They have in 
course of erection a paraffine works with 
three stills having a charging capacity of 
30 bbls. each. All kinds of greases are 
also produced by the company, who have 
every facility for turning out superior 
goods. While every precaution against 
fire in any part of the works is taken, an 
admirable system of fire extinguishing ap- 
paratus has been added to the other fea- 
tures of the refinery, and an abundance of 
spring water is always available. They 
have two very powerful pumps for raising 
the crude and refined oil to their respective 
receptacles, and that can be used also in 
connection with the fire service. The gen- 
eral management of the works is under the 
Supervision of Mr. Robert Linn.

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Death of Mr. H. B. Spelman. 


Mr. H. B. Spelmaa, a gentleman well known to 
the oil trade, died at his residence in West Fifty- 
third street, this city, on Monday, in the 71st 
year of his age. Mr. Spelman was a former 
resident of Cleveland, O., where the funeral 
services and interment will occur. He came to 
this city some time previous to 1870, and was 
for awhile engaged in shipping petroleum, his 
firm being Dunckley & Spelman. Shortlv after 
the organization of the Standard Oil Co., of 
which his son-in-law, Mr. John D. Rockefeller, 
was President, he became connected with that 
corporation, and remained in its employ up to 
the time of his death, being connected promi- 
nently with the purchasing department. Mr. 
Spelman had suffered more or less for a number 
of years from Bright’s disease, but had been a 
very regular attendant at his office, and was at 
his desk as usual up to Monday of last week. 
His death was entirely unexpected, and was a 
severe shock to his office associates and his 
numerous friends in trade. Mr. Spelman wus an 
active member of the American Temperance 
Society, having for many years served asits 
treasurer, and his death excites widespread 
expressions of regret, he having been held in 
deservedly high esteem by a large circle of 
business and social acquaintances.

At the 
end of 48 hours catgut steeped in such a 
solution is sufficiently prepared. It is then 
taken ont of the solution and dried, and 
when dry is piaced in 1 to 5 carbolic oil; it is 
then fit for use.

For all this you must rely upon the 
maker. While soaking the catgut in the 
preparing liquid, the latter causes a certain 
amount of sottening, and if the catgut is 
introduced in loose hanks, this will tend to 
produce a little uncoiling of the twisted 
cord, which will still further uncoil on dry- 
ing. It is of very great importance that 
this should not occur; hence the catgut 
must be on a stretch, both while soaking 
and when drying. I need not enter into 
the mode in which this can be done by the 
manufacturer. But if asurgeon desires to 
prepare it himself, he may, for instance, 
take two large test-tubes, one a little larger 
than the other, and he may wind the catgut 
on the smalier tube, fixing one end by seal- 
ing wax, winding it round and then bring- 
ing it up again, and fixing the other end at 
a higher level than the liquid will come to, 
putting sufficient liquid into the larger test- 
tube, and introducing the smaller test tube 
with the catgut would round it, witha little 
shot to keep it down. After forty eight 
hours it is taken out, and left exposed until 
the catgut is completely dry.’”

Antiseptic Catgut. 


Notwithstanding the virtual abandonment 
of what is known as “‘Listerism” by its in- 
ventor it is probable tnat the demand for 
antiseptic catgut will be kept up to a con- 
siderable extent, so that the following con- 
concerning its manufacture will be found of 
interest to our readers. The Deutsche Medici- 
nische Zeitung says that Dr. Kocher, of 
Berne, having observed the lasting antiseptic 
effects of oil of juniper, employs it now for 
the preparation of antiseptic catgut. A 
suitable quantity of the latter is laid, for 24 
hours, in pure oil of juniper, and then im- 
mediat:ly transferred to a vessel containing 
alcohol of 95 per cent, in which it is pre- 
served, under tension, being wound (tightly 
stretched) upon a flat reel of about 10 inches 
long. If desired, the catgut may ve re- 
immersed, just before being used, in the oil 
of juniper, but this is not necessary. If it 
is placed for a day in glycerin, before it is 
laid in the alcohol, it becomes more pliable, 
The gut must be cut at the point of turning 
the edges of the reel, and for this reason the 
latter is chosen of such a size that the cut 
pieces of catgut say be of the proper length. 
The same author has lately begun to treat 
silk in the same manner. 

Prof. Lister published in Lancet the fol- 
lowing account of his own method: 

“The method of preparation which I have 
now the honor to bring before you is the 
following: I dissolve 1 part of chromic acid 
iv 4,000 parts of distilled water, and add to 
the solution 200 parts of pure carbolic acid 
or absolute phenol. In other words, I usea 
1 to 20 watery solution of carbolic acid, only 
that the latter is dissolved, not in pure wa- 
ter, but in an exceedingly dilute solution of 
ehromic acid, But minute as is the quantity 
of the chromic acid, 1t exerts, when in con- 
junction with carbolic acid, a most power- 
ful effect upon the gut. The first effect of 
the addition of the carbolic acid to the 
chromic solution is to change its pale-yellow 
color to a rich golden tint. But if the liquid 
ia allowed to stand without the introduction 
of the catgut, it changes in the course of a 
few hours to a dingy reddish-brown in con- 
sequence of some mutual reaction of the 
two acids, and a considerable amount of a 
gray precipitate is formed. If, however, 
catgut avout equal in weight to the carbolic 
acid is added as soon as the ingredients are

As accounts of 
turnouts are sent in, there is nothing to lenda 
more encouraging view of the result.’ Sales 
aggregate about 35 cases different grades within 
the range. Guatemalas continue quiet but firm, 
The stock is very small, aggregating but” 128 
ceroons. and our quotations could be realized for 
strict qualities. Seven ceroons of the present crop 
have arr'ved to date.

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Senega.” This senega reaches our city 
(Cincinnati) in parcels of from a few 
pounds to bales of one or two hundred 
pounds. It comes from country stores 
and direct from the gatherer. Sometimes 
itis mice and clean, again it is scarcely 
washed at all, and frequently is gathered 
with the top attached, and in this manner 
sent to market. Owing to the high price, 
it is not so liable to admixtures as cheaper 
roots, but itis not unusual to find others 
of our indigenous roots mixed with it. 
There have been several articles written 
mpon this subject in our journals at home 
and abroad, so that itis not necessary fcr 
us tu dwell upon this phase of the qnes- 
tion, other than to say we believe the 
larger share of these admixtures to result 
from carelessness with the digger rather 
than intent to adulterate. In concluding 
our remarks upon Southern Senega, we 
call attention to the accompanying speci- 
mens, derived as follows:

Northern Senega.—Let us bear in mind 
that the original senega root, and all that 
was used until about ten years ago, was 
derived from the sections of country that 
we have named.* To produce it, the typ- 
ical species, Polygala Senega Linn. and 
Polygala Senega var. latifolia, are gathered 
indiscriminately. Until a few years ago 
there was no reason for a division of the 
senegas of commerce. Now, however, 
dealers in senega speak of ‘‘Northern Sen- 
ega,” the distinction being brought about 
by the appearance in market of a root un- 
like the original, such being derived from 
the northwest, about the 44th degree of 
latitude; and from the States Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. The first consignments of 
this senega that we have been able to trace 
were noted about ten years ago. It is very 
large, sometimes white, again rather dark 
brown. The knot at the top of the root, 
from which sprung the stems, is often two

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dried plant: The root just below the 
knotty head is (when dry) from the size of 
the little finger to that of the thumb ofa 
man. It is from six to ten inches in 
length, and generally destitute of the keel- 
like ridge which is so marked a character- 
istic of Southern Senega. The root of this 
northwestern variety is not so contorted 
and branched as that of the Southern Sen- 
ega, being large and fleshy. It has the 
unmistakable relationship appearance of 
the Polygalas, the odor and taste of senega, 
and occasionally (the rare exception) more 
or less of the keel-like ridge. The first no- 
tice that we can find in print regarding 
this senega is that of Mr. Wm. Saunders, 
in the Proceedings of the American Pharm- 
aceutical Association, 1876. Since 
that day, the drug has become fa- 
miliar in the market, commanding about 
five cents less per pound than the Southern 
Senega. It has been examined microcopi- 
cally by Mr. Thomas Greenish (Amer. 
Journ. Phar., 1878) and by Mr. Geo. Ga- 
bel, Jr. (Amer. Journ. Phar., 1881).* Prof. 
J. M. Maisch has been interested in this 
large senega for some years, and once 
traced a lot of it to Missouri. We know of 
one lot that came from St. Louis, Mo., but 
we question very much if it grew in that 
State. Doubtless it came via, St. Louis 
from its home in the Northwest. 


In connection with the history of this 
drug, we may say that, while its origin has 
been a matter of doubt, and all endeavors 
to locate it botanically have heretofore 
failed, We are convinced that dealers have 
had no reason to preserve silence or secre- 
cy other than for the prctection of their 
interests as tradesmen. It seems to us, 
however, that the uncertainty regarding 
the drug has acted to unsettle the price,

or it has ever been a questionable root, 
and many persons refused to accept it. 
Last winter, Mr. W. W. Moser, of Cin- 
cinnati; offered to procure for us the entire 
plant when in season. Mr. Moser is an ex- 
tensive dealer in indigenous medicinal 
plants, and has been in the business for 
twenty-five years or more; and handles 
considerable amounts of Northern and of 
Southern senega. According to promise, 
Mr. Moser procured from parties that 
gather the Northern senega (either in 
Wisconsin or Minnesota) a specimen of the 
plant, and we present it (specimen No. 7). 
It will be noticed that the root of this one 
plant is larger than the average of the 
Southern senega, but smaller than the 
average of the Northern senega. The 
keel-like ridge exista only for a short dis- 
tance from the top, and the general ap- 
pearance of the root is that of the Northern 
senega of commerce. We call attention 
now to the plant with rool attached, which 
is fresh from one of the localities which 
supplies the large senega of commerce. 
This specimen was furnished us by Messrs. 
Huber & Co., of Fon du Lac, Wisconsin, a 
firm that is known over our entire country 
for its dealings in indigenous drugs. They 
are first hands for Northern senega, in 
which they have an extensive trade, there- 
fore the genuineness of these specimens 
cannot be questioned.t Both this and the 
plant obtained from Mr, Moser are 
Polygala Senega Linn. of o variety that 
seems to be intermediate between the typ- 
ical species (Polygala Senega Linn.) andthe 
Polygala Senega vur. lalifolia. It has nar- 
rower leaves than the variety native to the 
South (see specimen in our herbarium of 
Polygala Senega var. latifolia from Ken- 
tucky), but the leaves are not so narrow as 
those of the typical form of the plant, a 
specimen of which from Vermont can also 
be seen in our herbarium. It agrees ex-

what alter its appearance and the internal 
structure of the root. This fnct has led ts 
to question the authenticity of the drug, 
to think that perhaps the large senega was 
derived from some other species of Poly- 
gala, or even from another natural order.t 





tWe have planted specimens of this Northern 
Senega, and shall erideavor to cultivate the same 
in localities that furnish the Southern Senega, to 
find if the size of that root is simply due to the 
influence of soil and climate. It may be that the 
plant does not differ enough from the typical 
species and the variety latifolia to induce bota- 
nists to recognize it as a distinct variety, but that 
the grossness and internal construction of the 
root is permanent, and will be preserved even in 
other than its native situations.—L. 

Remarks.—This Northern Senega is 
known as ‘False Senega,” “White Sen- 
ega,” and in one or two instances has been 
called ‘Southern Senega.” Regarding 
these points, we find that, as it is derived 
from the officinal species, it is not false 
senega. Theterm ‘‘White Senega” is not 
appropriate, for it is often dark brown (see 
spécimen 6), and in color it does not differ 
more than other senegas of the market, as 
can be seen by referring to the two lots of 
seniega we present from Kentucky. The 
expression ‘‘Southern Senega” 1s not ad- 
migsible, for it does not ceme from the 
South, and upon the contrary, most of the 
seniega of olden times was from the South. 
Undoubtedly, therefore, the large senega 
will continue to be known by dealers as 
“Northern Senega,” or as ‘large senega.”

Dear Sir:—In answer to your favor of 
the 1Uth inst, would say that senega in 
our State ig already scarce, aud willina 
few years become nearly extinet, The ad- 
yvancement of civilization and the intro- 
duction of domestic animals is rapidly ex- 
terminating many of our indigenous med- 
icinal plants ot the native forests and open 
prairies, among which senega: is one of the 
most important. Our shipments this 
year will not exceed ten tons. It inhabits 
or grows on high rolling prairies. and open 
timber. I have not found it in forests, 
never in swamps. We have made several 
attempts to cultivate it; have a few plants 
growing, but, on the whole, have met with 
but little success. We are, however, of 
the opinion that it could be cultivated if 
the habits of the plant and the natural 
laws that govern its growth were thoroughly 
understood.

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 


Cements. 


Gutta Percha Cement.—This higbly re- 
commended cement is made by melting to- 
gether, inaniron pan, two parts common 
pitch and one part gutta percha, stirring 
them well together until thoroughly incor- 
porated, and then pouring the liquid into 
cold water. Whencold it is black solid, 
and elastic; but it softens with heat, and at 
100 deg. ¥. fl It may be used 
asa soft paste, or in the liquid state, and 
answers an exeellent purpose in cementing 
metal, glass, porcelain, ivory, etc. It may 
be used instead of putty for glazing 
windows. 


Iron Cement for Closing the Joints of Iron 
Pipes.—1. Take coarsely powdered iron 
borings, five pounds; powdered eal am- 
moniac, two ounces, sulphur, one ounce; 
and water sufficient to moisten it. This 
composition hardens rapidly; but if time 
can be allowed it sets more firmly without 
the sulphur: It must be used as soon as 
mixed, and rammed tightly intw the joint. 

2. Take sal ammoniac, two ounces; sub- 
limed sulphur, one ounce; cast fron filings 
or, fine: turnings, one pound. When it is to 
be used, mix it with twenty times its weight 
of clean iron turnings or filings, and grind 
the whole in a mortar; then wet it with 
water until it becomes of .convenient con- 
sistence, when it is to be applied tothe 
joint. After a time it becomes as hard and 
strong as apy part of the metal. 


Chinese Cement (Schio-liac).—To three 
parts fresh beaten blood are added four 
parts of slaked limeand a little alum; a 
thin, pasty mags is produced, which can be 
used immediately. Objects which are to 
be made especially waterproof are painted 
by the Chinese twice, or at the most three 
times. Dr. Scherzer saw in Pekin a wooden 
box which had traveled the tedious read 
via Siberia to Petersburg and back, which 
was found to be perfectly sound and water- 
proof. Even baskets made of straw became, 
by the use of this cement, perfectly service- 
able in the transportation of oil. 

Pasteboard treated therewith receives 
the appearance and strength of wood, Most 
of the wooden public buildings of China are 
painted with schio-liao, which gives them 
an unpleasant reddish appearance, but adds 
to their durability. This cement was tried 
in the Austrian department of Agriculture, 
and by the ‘Vienna Association of Indus- 
try,” and in both cases.the statements of 
Dr. Scherzer were found to be strictly 
accurate. 


Kerosene Oil Lamps —The cement com- 
monly used for fastening the tops on kero- 
sene oil lampsis plasgter,of Paris, which is 
porous and quickly. penetrated by the 
kerosene. Another cement, which has not. 
this defect, is made with three parts of 
resin, one part of caustic soda, and five 
parts of water. This is mixed with halt its 
weight of Plaster of Paris. It sets firmly in 
about three-quarters of an hour. It is said 
to be of great ‘adhesive power, not perme- 
able lo kerosene,'aJow-conductor of heat, 
and but superficially attacked by-hot water.
